The American Red Cross 
No Longer a Hope, but a Fact 

American Red Cross today stands not as a hope, but 
1 as a fact, upon the threshold of its most important era. 

If this confident prediction is to be realized, it is of mighty 
significance, for if what this organization is yet to do exceeds 
in imixirtance what it has already done, it will indeed be the 
greatest institution of mercy the world has ever known. One 
look into the program to see what sort of service is foreseen 
-for this institution, whose banner has been seen wherever 
there is want or woe from flood or fire or famine or pestilence 
or war, the world around. It has but lately come from saving 
thousands of lives and feeding tens of thousands out on the 
other side of the earth, in China, where half a million died, 
but where probably three or four millions were saved from 
death. It has been stayed on this side at the borders of 
Russia only because the Soviet Government has not permitted 
its representatives to enter, but even there it has put its 
supplies in other hands. 

That which is first in the program of the Red Cross is also 
first in its purpose—the care of disabled veterans and 
families. This is considered its ‘‘most sacred obligation. 
Then comes the service of health protection, esiiecially in co¬ 
operation with the schools and with health authorities. The 
“rural community” appears so often among the topics as to 
suggest that it is these ill-served parts of our commonwealth 
that are particularly to be ministered to by those who enlist 
in this service—a .service which is increasingly coming to be 
preventive and educative rather than curative, kirst Aid 
is still on the program, but directions as to making liandages 
and dressings have disappeared. Child nutrition has be¬ 
come more conspicuous than the canteen for .soldiers. 
There is a “lack of woman’s nursing,” but it is not 
in military hospitals; it is in lonely country places. 
Intermingled with it all is the most apiiealing of all these 
services—that of children who, under the same symbol and 
under the name of the Junior Red Cross, learn habits of 
mercy and of neighborliness with the children of other lands. 

So has the American Red Cross, while maintaining its 
organization in readiness for any great national or intei- 
national emergency, found at home a new field for its activity, 
which will make it more serviceable to humanity than it can 
be merely, or chiefly, as a salvaging institution. It is, as a 
noted Bi-itish chemist has put it, supplying a nature-motive 
as distinct from a state-motive, or even a world-motive, by 
directing universal effort toward making natuie help m in to 
healthier and to happier existence. 

W'e bet if mules could talk, there would be some forcible 
opinions expressed in this town as to humans who have noth¬ 
ing better to do than dig earth out of one place to make a 
hole and haul it away to dump in another where nature has 
already provided a hole.

Laborer to Do a Day’s Work

a regular man to do an honest-to-gosh day’s work in our 
yard” it will be greatly appreciated. 

In Pershing Square in Los Angeles, and on many of t e 
street corners, men are to be seen in large numbers, all de¬ 
claiming against the injustice of the social order which has 
thrown them out of a job; but will they come out to this 

town and work for four iron men a day? They will not! 

One of our local contractors confided a tale to the editorial 
ear the other day which struck us as illuminating. He had a 
big job on and was paying top notch prices. It was a warm 
day, not appallingly hot, but pretty warm. One big, husky 
specimen wiio wms wheeling barrow loads of sand sweated 
somewhat over the operation, and said sweat ran down his 

noble brow. , , , .i. 

He stopped his work, announced that he hadn t had to work 

hard enough for three years for sweat to run into his eyes, 
and he didn't propose to begin now, demanded his pay, and 
quit the job! Poor, downtrodden sufferer from a capitalistic 

system I , 

W’e wish to mention right now that that man wasn t one 
of our citizens. There are more than a few around here w.io 
know how to work and who are not in the least afraid of it, 
but they seem to keep steadily employed, and no howls about 
unemployment are emanating from those quarters. 

Is it possible that there is .some slight connection between 

these facts? 

The path of an editor is not as a general rule strewn with 
rose petals and laurel leaves by adn>iring readers. Most people 
can think of so many ways of improving his style and increas¬ 
ing his range of subjects.

I ANDSCAI’K alterations can be 
I— ^ carried out now. This is tlie time 
o make new lawn.s and renovate old 
jiies. Keep center of lawns clear of 
shrubbery and flower beds. These 
should be placed to the sides of the 
lawn. 

As shrubl)€iy reiiuires much less 
;are than grass, it is a good plan to 
jut the area of the lawn down by 
planting shrubs around the sides of it. 
However, a little lawn is quite es.seii- 
,ial and will .set oil tlie shrubbery and 
lowering plants as a frame sets off a 
picture. 

Shrubbery that is established in 
pots, boxes and cans can be very easily 
transplanted now, and those that are 
.0 be moved direct from the ground 
•an be “balled.” 

By “balling” is meant carefully dig¬ 
ging around the plant that is to bo 
moved, leaving a cake or ball of dirt 
ibout the greater part of the roots. 
This ball of dirt is then tied up in a 
)iece of burlap. One must be careful 
lot to break the ball in the proce.ss. 
I'he plant • can then be moved and 
daiiteil in its new position, burlap and 
ill. The burlap soon rots away. 

Young betiding plants can easily be 
transplanted with a trowel. Trees 
ind shrubs that drop their foliage in 
he winter can be moved in their bare 
i-oots. All leaves should be taken off 
ind the limbs piuned back a little. It 
s best to prune all shrubbery that is 
being transplanted unless they are 
jstabli.shed in pots or cans. 


To insure tiuick growth for newjy 
planted shrubbery, put fertilizer in 
bottom of the hole before planting, 
placing about four inches of soil be¬ 
tween fertilizer and the roots of plant. 
This will keep the roots from ilirect 
contact to the fertilizer at first. 

Stake and tie up all slender and 
delicate trees and plants. We are 
liable to have heavy whuis at this time 
of year. 

This is a splendid time in which to 
plant hedges. They are much better 
looking than fences and .serve as 
boundary lines and wind-breaks. 

F'or the low hedges use Lonicera, 
Myrtus, I.antana or Privet, and for 
the high hedge nothing is better than 
the .Monterey Cypress, unless it is the ; 
Guavas, which are both ornamental 
and useful. The red or yellow Straw- | 
berry Guava and the Pineapple Guava 
or Fiejoa are best. The fruit of these 
plants make most delicious jelly and 
aie always salable in the markets. i 
Renovate the fern beds now or make 
new ones. F'erns must have shade 
and loose soil. Plant begonias, fuch¬ 
sias and forgetmenots in the fern 
beds for color. 

Cut back the dahlias now, and if 
the space in which they are growing 
is needed for winter annuals, dig the 
tubers, cover with sand and store in 
a dry, cool place. 

If your bulb planting has been post¬ 
poned, it is not too late to plant now.
